literary efforts. To eliminate the results of Baron von Muel- 
ler's work from industrial botany, would be to create a hiatus 
which it would be impossible to supply from the works of any 
other writer. 

The question of tree culture is one to which the people of 
this country must, before the lapse of many years, of necessity 
give their attention. In Baron von Mueller's book the trees 
and plants not indigenous to this country, but capable of cul- 
tivation here, are given with such description of them and of 
the particular sections to which they are adapted, as makes it 
an indispensable work to those interested in improving our 
native floral wealth. It is one of those works, moreover, not 
possessing which any public library is incomplete. Editions 
of it have already appeared in several European countries, and 
in India, and the appearance of this American edition is be- 
lieved to be in response to an existing want in this country.
